With that, the six-man team cau- 
tously ascends an apartment building 
stairwell. Police Officer Joe Dolan 
inserts a key into an apartment's front 
door and turns it, and within seconds, 
the entire entry team is inside. Flash- 
ughts attached to Glocks and MP5s 
illuminate the room in flickering light. 
As Lt. McCaffrey and three officers rush 
to secure an occupant sleeping on a cot, 
Dolan and Officer Dave Martinez race 
toward a bedroom door, Their mission: 
Cuff the two men inside before they can 
detonate their bomb. 


There's a saying in the NYPD: “When a 
citizen needs help, he calls a cop; when 
acop needs help, he calls ESU." The men 
and women of the Emergency Service 
Unit represent the elite of the NYPD and 
are the city’s last resort in times of crisis. 
They are jacks-of-all-trades trained to be 
the department's SWAT entity, capable of 
responding to a litany of tactical 
situations where firepower, 
negotiating skills and non-lethal 
means need to be employed. 
ESU cops are also EMTs who 
can administer lifesaving 
treatment to disaster 
victims. They are craftsmen 
and expert tool operators 
trained in rescuing trapped 
victims from overturned 
_ vehicles and blown-up 
buildings. And they do it all 
with uncanny speed and 
| remarkable resourcefulness. 
Fourteen members of the 
ESU—three sergeants, one 
detective and 10 police 
officers—were killed trying to 
pull people out of the World 
Trade Center on September 11, 
2001. It was the unit's most 
deadly brush with terrorism, 
but certainly not its first, 

As he was getting ready for 
bed in the early morning hours of 
July 31, 1997, ESU Executive 
Officer Capt. Ralph Pascullo’s 
phone rang. Capt. Pascullo was not 
used to getting calls at 1:30 a.m., 
and certainly not from Lt. McCaffrey, 


the ESU midnight boss. A bear of a 
man with an unflappable disposition, 


McCaffrey was always calm—even on the 


game, Lt. Owen McCaffrey

voice on this particular call. “Boss, we 
have a situation here at the Eight-Eight 
Precinct,” McCaffrey explained. “We 
need you here right away.” 

Pascullo would later learn that at 
about midnight, the same time he had 
been wrapping up his patrol shift, two 
Palestinian men in their early 20s had 
been finishing a simple-to-build yet 
lethal-as-hell explosive device. Gazi 
Abu Mezer and Lafi Khalil were relative 
newcomers to New York City, having 
come from the West Bank via a cir- 
cultous route through US immigration 
loopholes. They lived in an armpit-sized

apartment in a flophouse popular with 
Middle Easterners searching for the 
American dream in the neighborhoods 
near Brooklyn's Parx Slope. As the 
Palestinians put the finishing touches 
on their homemade pipe bomb, hoping 
to use the deadly payload onboard a 
crowded Manhattan-bound subway the 
next morning, their Eqyptian roommate 
became panic-stricken. Abdul Rahman 
Mossabah, 31, had come to the US only 
two weeks earlier and he wanted no 
connection to the potential massacre, 
Excusing himself, he walked downstairs 
through an alley and onto Brooklyn's 
Fourth Avenue, where he desperately 
began searching for help. 

Mossabah, however, only spoke 
about enough English to wash dishes at 
a restaurant for well below minimum

wage or to buy a quart of milk from the 
local corner store. When he managed to 
flag down a police car, it didn't belong 
to the NYPD, but rather to the Long 
Island Railroad Police. The two railroad 
cops had no idea what they were being 
told by the incoherent man jumping up 
and down and jabbering in Arabic while 
making the sounds of an explosion. He 
did, however, seem sincere—and 
distressed—enough for the two to drop 
Mossabah off at Brooklyn's 88 Precinct.

What they got 
was a rookie assigned to the 13th 
Precizict in midtown Manhattan. By the 
tume the officer reached the station and 
digested Mossabah’s tale, and the

Behind the jet’s controls is 
Joe Francis, creator and

The problem at hand is that he’s never 
flown an aircraft before. The cabin 
resembles the scene from Con Air when 
the inmates have taken over the plane, 
except these passengers are strippers, 
degenerate cameramen and hangers-on 
who have been partying like rock stars 
since the plane took off hours ago. Out- 
Kast blares from the stereo while chicks 
in panties and bikinis dance in the aisle, 
stepping over empty bottles and assorted 
debris. Mr. Francis is wearing an oxygen 
mask while shouting back to the cabin,

engines!” Then the aircraft plummets 
and the violent turbulence begins. 

Girls Gone Wild is on the way to 
Florida State University for a party that 
Francis is throwing at an off-campus bar. 
It's part of a senes called Girls Gone Wild 
on Campus. The idea is simple: “T have a

invite all their gurlfmends and I film 
them getting naked,” he says, trying his 
best to keep the plane level. “They 
already know who we are, so we get 
exactly what we want.” 

The aircraft starts shaking and buf- 
feting. Francis refers to his plane as “an 
RV for nch people” and turns down the 
oxygen in the cabin, which he likens to 
“doing nitrous.” Getting lightheaded, 
the passengers start laughing and 
screaming at the top of their lungs. 
Even scaner than the fact that nobody 
seems to care that we may crash is the 
presence of the co-pilot sitting beneath 
a cloud of suspicious-smelling smoke, 
hitting on half-naked stnippers with 
names like Crystal and Misty. Trying to 
soothe frayed nerves, the co-pilot yells, 
“Don't worry, you can’t crash this plane. 
It’s built like a jetfighter.” Finally, 
somebody yells, “Come on, Joe!

The plane, a Falcon 20, 1s all sober 
wood-panel trim and leather seats.

investment that I made with cash 
advances on my credit cards.” With that 
money, Francis did what he wanted with 
all the footage of naked people that had 
been sent in to the show. He edited it 
together, bought some ad time on E! 
and called it Girls Gone Wild. 

Four years later, the register con- 
tinues to ring with no sign of slowing. 
In fact, the Falcon 20, which he con- 
siders his “starter plane,” is soon to be 
replaced by a decidedly larger Boeing 
727, But first, the Falcon has to land 
without crashing, so Francis relinquishes 
control to an actual pilot and Girls Gone 
Wild sets down in the Florida darkness. 


How do you get girls to go wild? 

It might seem as if all it takes is a 
handful of beads and a camcorder, and 
you're in business. However, people try 
to copy us all the time and they fail. 
What they don’t realize is it’s not the

We were in Padre last year when 
one of the guys brought a chick back to 
his room. He climbed under a glass table 
and filmed her while she made herself 
throw up all over herself and the table.

How can an FHM reader get a GGW job? 
They couldn't hack it. People think this 
job is easy, but those cameramen work 
hard.

How much more enjoyable would 
football season be if you actually 
won some of the bets? Here are 
three tips to increase your odds of 
finally ending up in the black. 

Bet against last year’s 
winners 

Going into last season, the previous 
year's Super Bowl winner had gone 
no better than 2-2 against the point 
Spread over the first four weeks, 
according to USA Today sports ana- 
lyst Danny Shendan. The Ravens 
started 3-1 against the spread last 
season, but by the end of October 
were 3-4. Early this season, it will be 
smart to bet against teams such as 
the Patnots, Bears and Steelers. 
o against the grain 

Bet on a team coming off a loss 
and a no-cover when they're facing 
a team that has just won and 
covered. Such teams have a 
winning percentage of about 55 
percent over the past 20 years.

“I've never lost at Monopoly,” some- 
body invariably blurts out when the 
board is displayed, Because it’s a 

game based on the roll of the dice, 
your big-mouthed pal is either A) lying, 
or B) about to begin his next phrase 
with, “Except for the time when....” 


There are, however, ways to increase 


your odds of winning. The key is 
knowing which properties are landed 
on most often and which give you the 
highest returns. So the next time some 
stooge brags about his “undefeated 
record,” whip out the board and keep 
the following three things in mind. 

1) Buy the Orange and Red 
properties 

Jail is the most visited square on the 
board due to A) some Chance and 
Chest cards send you to Jail, B) there 
is a Go To Jail square on the board, 
and C) you go to Jail if you roll dou- 
bles three times in a row.
